We received a recent update from HQ, and the Fall Rule — which will propose the Highway 100 and
County Road 3 site {o the National Priorities List — will be proceeding. We will send an update when
we have a precise estimate on date of the Federal Register publication, which will ocour no sooner

than Nov 7, but HQ may issue their press release as soon as October 30,

The timing of this press release is unusual. Press releases regarding NFL proposals and finalizations
have previously been released closer 1o the date of publication of the rule in the Federal Register.
This time we will have no dockeats or rule 1o which we can refer people for additional information
because they will not have been published yet. Previously HQ would pre-publish the rule a day in
advance, and we would provide a link to the docket information in our press release. Therefore, |
anticipate we'd do a second press release with that additional information once we know it.
